Plan to Build Chinese Wall of Exclusion 
and Live Happily Ever Afterward. 


Newport, R. L., Sept. 5.—[Special.]—Promi- 
nent cottagers: of Newport headed a move- 
ment today to secede from the remainder of 
the city and establish a municipality of their 
own, known as South Newport. They allege 
that the city has not made proper improve- 
ments and that they are subjected to many 
annoyances by curious persons. 

A circular marked “ confidential ”’ is being 
circulated. It contains the following: 

‘At present we have no protection or se- 


~ 


or your grounds. Your servants are bribed 
to relate the petty private affairs of your 
household, which are published in cheap 
newspapers. Nuisances are permitted every- 
where. No laws are enforced except those 
which impose on us, and appeal brings no 
results. These annoyances long have exist- 
ed, hence suffice it to say that the ends of 
justics. will be best carried out for the state 
and people by the action proposed.” 


Financial Burden Shown, 

The circular states that at present this dis- 
trict pays @& per cent of the taxes of the 
whole city, $437,085 out of a total of $679,- 
520, and receives in return by way of police, 
fire department, ete., the sum of $56,024. 

“In other words, wé are paying $882,085 
annually to the city aver and above what 
we cost the city, for which we receive no 
benefit whatever. Our propérty . certainly 
would advance 40 per cent as it has done in 
similar cases. Little or fo consideration is 
shown our wants, although we have been for 
many years literally carrying the financial 
burdens of the city. The general manage- 
ment of the city Is tending to depreciate the 
value of our property where we have spent 
large sums of money in establishing our 
homes.”’ 

For these reasons these people have deemed 
it wise before their property practically is 
taken from them by the “selfish greed of 
an unprincipled administration ’’ to bring 
these facts before thé legislature and ask 
that a bill be passed incorporating the sec- 
tion of the town called South Newport and 
have w plain and inexpensive *working char- 
ter with a senator and agsemblyman to rep- 
resent them in the general assembly. With 
this advantage property wotld increase in 
value 40 per cent and taxes would be reduced 
80 per cent. 


Council Reports on Tacx. 

At a meeting of the city council of New- 
port this evening the tax assessors made a 
réport on the several protests received from 
summer residents in regard to increased tax- 
ation on personal property, and as a result of 
this report the only oné whose tax is remitted 
is Sidney Webster of New York, who proved 
to the satisfaction of the board that he is a 
resident of New York. 

The Newport summer colony includes hun- 
dreds of the country’s most wealthy and in- 
fluential families. Representatives of for- 
eign countries have made it one of their re- 
eorts during the hot season, and scores of 
cottages here rank among the finest summer 
residences in the land. 

The circular caused much comment by the 
plebelan residents of Newport, who say the 
members of the colony of millionaires are not 
paying more than their just share of the 


expenses of the civic administration. They 
are disposed to treat the circular as a joke.

Richfield, Utah, Sept. 5.—Atlas Bean was 
killed, his cousin, Dwight Bean, fatally 
injured, and a score of others were seriously 
injured by a bolt of lightning which struck 
in the center of a crowd of 1,200 persons 
watching the horse races here today.

Shopping for New Home, 

Miss Hamill and her family had been 
spending the summer months at Atlantic 
City, N. J. Wolf was a guest, and it was de- 
cided that his fiancée should come here in his 
auto this morning to purchase some articles 
for their new home. 

When the accident happened the machine 
was speeding at a twenty mile gait. 

They were on the Waterford pike, which 
approaches the bridge at a low grade, and 
on reaching the edge of the structure the 
driver is said to have increased the speed 

of the auto. 

A protruding plank was inthe way. This 
the machine struck with full force. The 
auto swerved, collided with the guard ralis, 
and came to a sudden stop. The force of 
the impact hurled Wolf and Miss Hamill, 
who occupied the rear seat, out of the auto- 
mobile and over the head of the chaffeur, 

Aasthe two flew through the air the man on 
the front seat tried to catch the untortunate 
young woman, but missed by the narrowest 
margin.

Dr. Stein of Beriin, the coroner, did all that 
was possible to revive the young woman.

The car was being driven by F. G. Plumer, 
a professional chauffeur.

He’ began by saying 
that he wished on behalf of M. de Witte, 
Russia's first plenipotentiary, and in his own 
name to say a few words. 

“We have just signed,’” continued the am- 
bassador, “an act which will have forever 
a place in the annals of history. It is not 
for us active participants in the conclusion 
of this treaty to pass judgment on its import 
and significance. As negotiators on behalf

Conditions Were Extraordinary. 


- When it is_ asked, ‘Where was the 
theater of war?’ it is answered, ‘It was in 
neutral territory.’ It must be admitted that 
such a war during eighteen*montits on the 
territory. of a neutral state is an absolutely 
new condition in the annals of international 
relations. 

“ Considering these unique and extraordl- 
nary circumstances, it is only too natural 
that the clauses of the treaty of peace signed 
today regard more the neutral states, Corea 
and China, than the territorial possessions 
of the two belligerent powers. It was only 
at the last moment, almost at the opening of 
the peace conference, that Russian territory, 
@ part of the island of Sakhalin, was occu- 
= by the Japanese. 


“On account of this situation, the present 


teedte of peace between Russia and Japan 
always will attract the attention of jurists 
and diplomatists. They will be astonished in 
seeing that after a terrible struggle during 
eightéen months between two great military 
powers, and having shed torrents of human 
blood, a treaty of peace was concluded, the 
clauses of which regard almost exclusively 
Corea and Manchuria. 

“The surprise of the future impartial 
historian will increase with the knowledge 
that before the war the Japanese predomi- 
nance in Corea already was recognized for- 
mally, and that Russia never intended to 
oppose the principle of the ‘open door’ in 
Manchuria so: solemnly proclaimed by the 
treaty of Portsmouth. 


Territory of Russia Intact. 


“That is why Russia could not admit the 
Japanese pretension of a retmbursement for 
the cost of the war: A belligerent country, 
the territory of which is intact and not oc- 
cupied by the enemy, is not vanquished and 
cannot pay war tributes. That is why Rus- 
sia for love of peace sacrificed the southern 
part of Sakhalin. 

“ However, all the other clause of tha 
treaty of peace regard Corea and Manchuria 
and show the incontestable fact that Russia 
for the moment abandoned her grandiose 
and worldly policy in the direction of distant 
and uncertain fields of the far east. 

* Personally I am convinced that after 
having known the clauses of the treaty of 
peace the Russian nation will not fret but 
will gather together all her forces for a new 
great struggle, not on the battlefield, but on 
the field of productive work and of social 
and political progress. 

* That is why, according to my deep and 
unshakable conviction, all the recrimination 
and reciprocal accusations provoked in my 
country by the disasters of war ‘should 
cease. The moment of the gathering of all 
our forces, the moment of working con- 
scientioushly regardiess of class or social posi- 
tion, has begun.” 


DOUBTS RUSS ARMY’S LOYALTY 


Correspondent Thinks ‘Its Support of 
Government Uncertain in Case 
of Emergency. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Sept. 5.—The.Petit Journal’s St. Pe- 
tersburg correspondent telegraphs that what 
is now said concerning the mission, to be in- 
trusted to Gen. Linevitch confirms the fears 
entertained in: regard to the spirit prevall- 
ing at present in the Russian armydn Man- 
churia. Its loyaity to the autocracy, accord- 
ing to the correspondent, is more than un- 
certain. It is questioned whether the gov- 
ernment could count on it for the mainte- 
nance of order in case of domestic trouble. 

On the other hand the goverument does not 
wish to repeat the blunder it made before 
the war in not having on the frontier, which 
was then at Vladivostok and Port Arthur, 
more than a few thousand men. It is in- 
tended to establish a strong guard on the 
new boundaries and in the rest of Siberia in 
order not to be surprised by events. 

It is purposed to maintain a real army in 
Asiatic Russia. That army, to’a great ex- 
tent, will consist of troops at present under 


| command of Gen. Linevitch, who will re- 


main at their head, and as he is popular with 
the men it is/expected that he will turn them 
to the best account.

Russell Presents His Credentials. 

Minister Russell presented his credentials 
as minister to Venezuela Tuesday afternoon 
at Miraflores. The wh-le ceremony was un- 
usually brilliant and friendly. After the 
ceremony the new minister presented to 
President Castro the letter from President 
Roosevelt congratulating him on his election 
to the constitational presidency of Venezue- 
la, President Castro's speech was couched 
in words which were more cordial than would 
have been required by strict formality. Min- 
ister Russell was invited to take a seat on 
the sofa at the president's side after the 
ceremony and an animated conversation en- 
sued, which was evidently of the most jovial 
nature. In presenting his credentials Mr. 
Russell said: - 

“Your excellency: My government has 
honored me with an appointment as envoy 
extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary 
to the republic of Venezuela and I can assure 
you I am extremely gratified to find myself 
again in Caracas, where my relations, official 
and social, have ever been of the most plea. 
ant ‘nature. I enter upon the duties of this 
mission confident. of the codperation of your 
excellency in my earnest efforts to strengthen 
the friendly relations that have so long 
existed between our two countries. In the 
name of the president and people of the 
United States I. convey to you my earnest 
desire for the prosperity of your country 
and for your own personal welfare. I now 
have the honor to place in your excellency’s 
hands my letters of credence from the presi- 
dent of the United States and the letters of 
recall of my immediate predecessor.”’ 


President Castro Is Cordial. 

Gen, Castro in reply said: 

“‘Mr. Minister: With real satisfaction I 
have listened to the phrase, ‘ solicitous in- 
terest for the prosperity of this republic and 
for my personal welfare,’ which in the name 
of the president and citizens of the United 
States, you address to me on placing in my 
hands the papers which accredit you as an 
envoy extraordinary and minister plenipo- 
tentiary in Venezuela, together with the let- 
ters of recall of your predecessor. The emi- 
nent qualities which you posseas,-and your 
knowledge of this country, acquired through 
your long residence in it, are a secure pledge 
that in the fulfillment of your high mission 
you will know how to sustain and strengthen 
the ties of friendship which always have ¢x- 
isted between the two nations. In such a 
noble desire you can count, Mr. Minister, on 
the decided coéperation of my. government. 
On manifesting to you the special pleasure 
with which I see you again in Venezuela, 
where you have known how to win so’ much 
affection, it is highly satisfactory for.me to 
express most fervent and sincere wishes for 
the prosperity of your country and for the 
personal welfare of its president.”’ 


NEW VOLCANO FOUND IN SAMOA, 


Mountain Estimated to Be 1,000 Feet 
High in Eruption on Island 
of Savalii. 


HONOLULU, Sept. 5.—-The steamship 
Sierra, which arrived here today from Aus- 
tralia, en route to San Francisco, reports a 
large volcanic outbreak on the island of 
Savalii, in the Samoan group. The outbreak 
is ten miles south of Matautu and has created 
a new mountain estimated to be nearly 1,000 
feet high. 

The lava flows from the base of this moun- 
tain a distance of several miles. Travelers 
report that five or six hills are moving ap- 
parently on lava foundations. Some have ad- 
vanced several miles from their starting 
place, indicating a vast molten area beneath. 

Ernest Neill and George Furlong, who 
visited the scene, say that millions of tons 
of lava are being ejected. The hills are now 


moving slowly, and the lava is solidifying on - 


the surface. 

This will eventually stop their further 
progress, which threatened much fertile ter- 
ritory. The natives had held gatherings and 
had decided to abandon the threatened towns, 
but, having become assured that there is no 
danger of loss of life, they are settling down 
again. :

“Best,” Says- Wilhelm to American 
Peace Delegates, “Are Your Bat- 
talions and Men of War.” 


BERLIN, Sept. 5.—Emperor William, upon 
Ambassador Tower’s. request, received Coh- 
gressmen Littlefield of Maine, Bartholdt of 
Missouri, Waldo of New York, McNary of 
Massachusetts, Norris of Nebraska, and 
Barchfield of Pennsylvania today. The em- 
peror sent court carriages for them, and they 
were assigned positions next the imperial 
suite at the autumn review of the Potsdam 
and Berlin garrisons at Tempelhof field. 

Secretary Dodge of the American embassy 
and a representative of the foreign office ac- 
companied them. At the emperor’s sugges- 
tion Mrs. Waldo, Mrs. Bartholdt, Mrs. Mc- 
Nary, and Mrs. Barchfield were in carriages 
next to their husbands, but not in court 
equipages. 

The kaiser requested his guests to give his 
kind regards to President Roosevelt. 

His majesty highly praised the progress 
made by the American navy, whereupon Con- 
gressman Bartholdt remarked, referring to 
the congressmen’s attendance upon -the 
inter-parliamentary congress at Brussels: 

‘* We are just. back from a peace confer- 
ence, the aims of which are to replace war- 
ships and armies by arbitration.” 

The kaiser tartly answered: 

“fhe best arbitrators are your battalions 
and men of war.” 

His majesty taiked with each member of 
the party and to thé congressmen collective- 
ly. To Mr. Barchfield, who is about six feet 
six inches in height, he said: 

“Tf you were a German I would have you 
in my guards.”’

The dungeon is a filthy cell in the 
mountains, near the Pacific coast, and vermin 
crawled over the walls and floor.

In such surroundings a human. being 
ecarcely could exist. Walker worried over 
his mine. He suspectéd that people wefe 
plotting to steal the property and have him 
cast Into prison so they might take up the 
lapsed leases. The mental torment and 
physical torture drove him mad. 

His comrades, searching for him, found him 
in prison. The government at Washington 
was appealed to. The American consul at 
Panama became busy and Walker was found, 
languishing in his filthy cell, stark mad.

Many Hamburgers are not even’ aware of 
cholera in their midst, such is their indit- 
ference to curtent events; Dr. Kissling, who 
treated the twb cases at Hppenderff hospital, 
said the chdlera had not, comie to Hamburg 
to stay, and that the single case he was treat- 
ing would be cured in a few days. 


Warsaw Fears Infection from Prussia. 

WARSAW, ‘Sept. 5.—At a special session 
today of the Cholera Prevention committee 
it was declared that the government of War- 
saw was metiaced by cholera, owing to the 
situation in Prussia. The committee resolved 
to. establish quarantine stations along all 
railroads for the inspection of travelers and 
the disinfection of their baggage witha view 
to preventing the importation of cholera 
from Germany.

Mr. Palmer thereupon, as the testimony 
has shown, made‘a contract for the purchase 
of 72 machines absolutely without Ricketts’ 
knowledge arid ordered him to sign a requi- 
sition for their use. Ricketts had been tell- 
ing the other typesetting machine companies 
that no large. order would be placed during 
the year and that they need not bother them- 
selves or the public printer to present their 
claims for recognition. 

Mr. Palmer wrote some letters to the same 
effect, so when his sudden contract™for a 
large number of machines became public, and 
when it was learned it was made entirely 
against the advice of practical men in the 
office like Ricketts, the representatives of 
rival manufacturers protested to President 
Roosevelt that the public printer had de- 
ceived them in.regard to his intentions, and 
had similarly deceived his own foreman of 
printing, who had not favored the use of the 
machines adopted in such large numbers and 
s0 secretly by the public printer. 


What Keep Commission Found. 


Thereupon President Roosevelt instructed 
the Keep commission, which had just been 
constituted to drive the red tape out of the 
departments, to go into the typesetting con- 
troversy in the printing office and find out 
whether there was any ert behind the con- 
tract. 

The report of that conimmitine was finished 
some -.time ago and presented to President 
Rooseve:t. 
that the contract for the machines was 
legally made and would have to stand, and 
this much of the report was announced the 
other day from Oyster Bay, the rest of the 
conclusions of the commission being reserved 
for the president’s further consideration. 

Unfortunately for Mr. Palmer, he conceived 
the idea that the sustaining of the contract 
meant that the President had fully endorsed 
his position in the matter and would also 
sustain him in any action he might take to 
get rid of the men in his own office who were 
responsible for the investigation. 

It was a great mistake, and it resulted in 
Mr.” Palmer's ‘removal. As soon as. he re- 
ceived the report about the contract he de- 
cided to remove Ricketts and Hay, the two 
of his subordinates who had testified rather 
positively before. the commission in regard 
‘to the peculiar way in which the negotiations 
for the typesetting machine contract were 
conducted. He charged tHat this was in- 
subordination and informed the two men they 
would be removed by 12 o'clock today. 

They entered a protest with the civil service 
‘commission and the matter was immediately 
carried to President Roosevelt, who, first of 
ali, ordered Mr. Palmer not to discharge the 
two men until the matter had been taken up 
by the Keep commission, and then, having 
protected them, the president announced his

next week.

“ Restaurants are kept clean everywhere 
but in the kitchen: The floors of the dining 
room will bé white as snow,-and the linen 
sepotiess, but; when you get out behind the 
kitchen range, you will find scraps that have 
accumulated’ for months. Every one is in 
too much of a hurry with the things that 
have to be done to think of washing things 
that can’t bé seeti,

taurants could spend one day as a dishwasher 
behind'the s¢enes, they never would go into 
the places again. I have seen chickens thrown 
on the floor of the kitchen, And the waiters 
chew tobacco.

Abram Morris Pence, one of the leading 
lawyers’ of Chicago, died of heart trouble at 
the Hotel Jena in Paris yesterday afternoon. 
With his wife and two daughters, Mrs. Frank 
Brantley and Miss Gertrude Pence, Mr. Pence 
had made a tour of Italy and had taken 
several weeks’ treatment at Bad Nauheim 
since last April. After suffering an attack of 
an affection of the heart he had been ordered 
by his physician to go abroad for his health. 

The family went to Paris a short time ago, 
when Mr. Pence seemed much improved in 
health. News of his sudden death came as 
a surprise to another daughter, Mrs. James 
D. Lynch of Riverside, and to his friends in 
Chicago. 

Mr. Pence was best known as the author 
and champion of the present city election 
laws, which he wrote, carried through the 
legislature, and successfully defended before 
the Supreme court in 1886, For forty-three 
years he practiced law in Chicago, but he 
neither sought nor held public office, nor w 
he regularly employed as the attorney of &.¥ 
‘corporation. Still, ‘he carried more than 250 
cases to the Supreme court and was known as 
an authority in the matter of wills and trusts. 
He was nominated for Circuit court _— in 
1902.

Mr. Pence was born at Urbana, O., March 


26, 18388. He was graduated, in 1856 from | 


Miami university, which later conferred 
upon him the degrees of master of arts and 
doctor of laws. He was admitted to the bar 
in 1862 and began practice in Chicago. 

For twenty-one years he was associated 
with Julius Rosenthal under the firm name 
of Rosenthal & Pence. Later he formed 
a partnership with Gen. George W. Smith, 
which was dissolved at the end of two years, 
when Mr. Pence was joined by George A. 
Carpenter. He was the senior member of 
this firm, Pence & Carpenter, until his death. 

In 1864 Mr. Pence married Miss Mary 
Wheeler at Findlay, O. Their children are 
Mrs. Stanley, Mrs. Lynch, and Miss Pence. 
The family residence is at 550 North State 
street.

While it is not Hkely to affect the chances for a 
post-season series for the championship of Chi- 
cago between the White Sox and Third Nationals, 
there is still a difference of ‘one day bétween the 
two local magnates as to the time for’commencing 
the series.

Shippers’ association, was elected general 
manager of the Chicago Commercial associa- 
tion, with a salary of $10,000 a year, at a 
noonday meeting yesterday of the executive 
officials.

Need of an expert to superintend the cam- 
paign of local mercantile interests for a 
readjustment of railway rates, now discrim- 
inating against Chicago in favor of eastern 
cities, led to Mr. Barlow’s election. 

The new general manager is fifty-four 
years old and was formerly president of the 
Evansville and Terre Haute and the Evans- 
Ville and Indianapolis railways. A petition 
has been addressed to President Roosevelt 
by the Recéivers and Shippers’ association 
of Cincinnati. It was indorsed by the Ship- 
pers’ association of Chicago, as well as*by 
mercantile clubs of St. Louis. Its plea for 
government intervention in the discrimina- 
tion by southern roads against western ship- 
pers has been given enthusiastic support 
by the Commercial association.

Two articles have been annexed to the 
treaty, the one providing for the evacuation 
of Manchuria within eighteen months from 
the signing of the treaty, the other providing 
for an official marking of the Sakhalin boun- 
dary. The evacuation limit is unusually 
long. It leaves time for misurderstandings. 
There are minor provisions, particularly 
those concerning railroad operation, which 
may present opportunities for friction. No 


one can predict safely that the two nations 


may not find themselves involved in trouble 
again, but for the present at least peace is 
assured, and if there is wisdom in the coun- 
| cils of the two nations it may be permanent. 


But whether the future shall bring peace 


or war, in the present peace prevails and 
largely through the influence and interven- 
tion of President Roosevelt, acting in the 
interests of humanity and for the honor of 
the peace loving American people.. And, 
whatever the future may bring to paas, 
Japan is entitled to the credit of having 
passed through a more trying ordeal than a 
small nation engaged in war with a great 
one has evér endured before and emerged 
triumphantly in the field and magnanimously 
in peace councils. She has for the present 
the primacy of the east, and has shown 
herself entitled to rank among the great 
powers, though little more than half a cen- 
tury ago too insignificant to be considered as 
a power in any class. She is henceforth the 
leader of Corea, the adviser of China, and 
one of the masters of the Pacific ocean. ‘The 
world will eagerly watch to see what she 
will do in the high position she has so sud- 
‘denly and“ unexpectedly occupied, unex- 
pectedly to the rest of the world at least. 
And, on the other side, also, it will no less 
eagerly watch to see how Russia will employ 
its period of peace in @ealing with its pres- 
ent internal agitations and demands for re- 
forms. 


SECRETARY ROOT’S NEW ASSISTANT. 

In Robert Bacon of New York, the new as- 
sistant secretary of state, President Roose- 
velt seems to have a man after his own heart. 
Athlete, horseman, nimrod, club man, 
financier, Mr. Bacon will be a congenially 
strenuous addition to a strenuous adminis- 
tration. 

The office to which Mr. Bacon has been 
appointed has in recent years grown into one 
of importance. When the United States 
was devoting itself chiefly to the develop- 
ment of the home market, when, except 
\under extraordinary circumstances, its rela- 
tions h foreign powers were of the 
simplest character, the state department had 
not a great deal of business of moment to 
transact. The main requirement of a secre- 
tary of estate then was that he should pur- 
sue a “ vigorous foreign policy ’—in other 
words, should at frequent intervals give the 
British lion’s tail a vigorous but seldom 
dangerous twisting. His - subordinates, 
whether their chief was at his desk or not, 
had only routine matters to look after. This 
country is now an Asiatic as well as an 


| American power. It has begun toreach out 


for. foreign markets. Its foreign relations, 
in consequence, have become vastly more 
delicate and complicated than formerly. It 
has become essential not only that there 
shall be a strong and sane man at the head 
of the state department; but also that he 
shall have an assistant capable of ably sec- 
onding him at all times and of taking up and 
consistently carrying on his work in case 
he shall wish or shall find it necessary tem- 
porarily to lay it down. 

The appointment of Mr. Bacon is agreeable 
to the secretary of state. It is reported Mr. 
Root had a hand in selecting him. Whether 
he will come up to the requirements of his 
new office remains tobe determined. There 
seems, however, bo reason for doubting that 
he will. Mr. Roosevelt and he graduated 
from the same class at Harvard, and have 
long been personal friends. The president 
has made several “ persona) ” appointments, 
and most of them have turned out well. Mr. 
Bacon has never before held a nationat 
office, but his' business career indicates that 
he is a man of ability. While a junior mem- 
ber of the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. he was 
intrusted by that firm with, and successfully 
earried through, Many of its most delicate 
and important transactions in the financial, 
railroad, and industrial fields. Success in

Lord Lovat, to whose friendly testimony 
in their behalf the two sons of Henry Phipps ° 
are largely indebted for their acquittal of 
the criminal charge brought against them 
at Edinburgh of shooting men whom they 
believ 
castle estate, which Mr. Phipps has rented 
from the young peer, is the chief of the great 
Scotch clan of the Frasers, and one of the 
largest landowners north of the Tweed. His 
estates In Invernessshire alone extend over 
800,000. acres. 

Lord Lovat greatly distinguished himeelf 
in the Boer war, raising exclusively from 
among the members of his clan a large corps 
of mounted infantry, equipped, and main- 
tained at his expense, who were known as 
* Lovat’s scouts,”’ and who rendered them- 
selves most useful during the campaign. 

It was on returning from the war that 
Lord Lovat undertook to deliver his maiden 
speech in the house of lords. But, although 
he had showed such gallantry, presence of 
mind, and resourcefulness under fire in South 
Africa, he was seized with a sort of stage 
fright in the gilded chamber, and after ris- 
ing from his seat and standing for a few min- 
utes blushing furiously, suddenly sat down 
again without having uttered a word. .His 


oratorical flasco, however, was greeted not 


with derision but with sympathetic cheers by 
his fellow peers, all of whom were well aware 
that if he quailed in the house of lords as a 
speaker he had never quailed as a soldier 
when in battle.

Lord Lovat has been put to no little trou- 
ble and expense since he came of age in 
connection with claims put forward to his 
titles and estates. This is perhaps not aston- 
ishing when one turns to the history of this 
old Scottish house,..to which abductions, 
elopements, murders, rebellions, forgeries, 
and arson contribute to give sensational in- 
terest. 

Many of the members of the family have 
perished on the-scaffold, the last one to lay 
his head on the block having been Simon 
Fraser, the eleventh Lord Lovat, who, hav- 
ing. been discovered to be betraying both 
the Jacobites and the Hanoverian dynasty, 
by each of whom he was employed as a trust- 
ed spy, was decapitated on Tower Hill, amid 
demonstrations of universal execration. As 
none of his three sons, one of whom was 
Gen. Simon Fraser of the American revolu- 
tionary wars, left any male issue, the estates 
passed at their death early last century to 
the senior descendant of the fourth Lord 
Lovat. He was the grandfather of the pres- 
ent peer. 

It seems that the eleventh Lord Lovat had 
an elder brother who, having had the mis- 
fortune during his father’s lifetime to killa 


‘piper in a fit of passion, was obliged to fi¢e 


for his life to Wales, where he married, with- 
out his wife knowing his rank, and where he 
died in impoverished circumstances, leaving 
a son whe ought in reality to have sicceeded 
to the Lovat peerage as eleventh Lord 
Lovat, instead of his.uncle—that is to say, 
the Fraser who figures in Scotch histpry as 
**the traitor.” 

The latest claimant to the Lovat peerages 
and estates insists that he is a direct de- 
scendant from this elder brother of the elev- 
enth Lord Lovat. He himself is a relatively 
wealthy man, but his father, grandfather, 
and great-grandfather before him were ordi- 
nary and wneducated Welsh miners, though 
always clinging to the fact that they were of 


Scotch descent.

Many of the documents which the claimant 
has put forward in.support of hig preten- 
sions were obtained in an extraordinary 
manner. Thus, several papers and jewelry, 
the inscriptions on which were of the utmost 
importance, were found concealed behind 
the wainscoting of the wall of an old build- 
ing in the neighborhood of the Tower of 
London, when it was demolished about ten 
years ago, and as they belonged to the eley- 
enth Lord Lovat, who had met with his death 
on Tower hill, it is assumed that they were 
concealed there by the executioner; who de- 
capitated him, and to whom, by virtue of 
ancient rights and prerogatives, the clothes 
and all the personal effects of the criminal 
put to death by him belonged. 

Other documents were found in a secret 
vault in an old house at Kirkhall, in Scot- 
land, while yet other valuable papers and 
jewelry had been rifled from coffins In the 
family mausoleum of the Fraser family by 
unknown men, after the courts had decided 
against the application of the claimant for 
permission to examine and search the 
‘various coffins In the mausoleum for evi- 
dence bearifig on his pretensions. The*mat- 
ter is still pending.

Should the claimant, however, win, Lord 
Lovat would not lose his title. For the late 
queen conferred upon his grandfather an 
English peerage, under the title>of Lord 
Lovat, some fifty years ago, and it was only 
subsequently that he secured from the crown 
its removal of the attainder that rested upon 
the patent of the Scotch barony of Lovat, 
created in 1458. Consequently, if the claim- 
ant wins, there will be two Lord Lovats— 
namely: ar English one and a Scotch one. 

The late Lord Lovat was a generous man, 
and was the patron and benefactor of a 
couple of most interesting and distinguished 
looking old men, who styled themselves the 
* Counts of Albanie,”’ and who claimed to 
be the lineal and legitimate descendants of 
the young pretender, Charles Edward Stuart. 

There pretensions were believed by the 
late Lord Lovat, as well as by many of the 
descendants of the late Jacobite insurgents, 
and they were treated with the utmost ven- 
eration and regard until the day of their 
death on an island of one of the lochs of the 
Invernesshire estate of the late Lord Lovat, 
which, together with the house, he had 
plaeed at their disposal. Their sister died 
only a few years ago near Edinburgh, In a 
convent, where she was known as Mother 
Ignatius. 

Recently a young man has turied up in 
London who claims to be the grandson of 
one of the counts, who has assumed their 
name, anid who bears a striking res¢mblance 
to their pictures. His case is now being 
investigated by the police, who do not quite 
know whether they have to deal with a 
fraud or with a real descendant of the 
counts of Albanie. Until now he has fol- 
lowed the humble occupation’ of a phephned 
in Scotland,

Mr. Loraine was stolid perhaps in his im- 
personation of the volatile revolutionist, 
Tanner, but his intentions were good and his 
effects in general adroit. 

As the prectical Violet, Clara Bloodgood 
was perfection absolute. Her effects are as 
subtle and true as they are poignantly and 
irresistibly comic.

There is spirit and temperament in the 
performance, too, but they are of the mass- 
ive, earnest variety, typical of the nation, 
They reach out and please you, and they 
sometimes stir you agreeably, but they do 
not thrill you and carry you off your feet as 
do those the Italians infuse into their music.

Mayor’s Contract Plan Upheld, 


The opinions of Spectal Counsel Darrow and 
Tolman on the right of the city to indorse the 
mayor's ‘‘ contract plan ”’’ practically agreed. 
Maj. Tolman said he had not had the time to 
go into the technical questions which might 
be raiged as to the methods, but these funda- 
mental principles of iaw could be laid down: 

“ The city may couple its consent to the 
use of the-setreets with any terms or condi- 
tions, not inconsistent with the law, and any 
corporation accepting the grant will be abso- 
lutely bound by them. 

“The city can guard Itself against any 
change of management or policy on the part 
of this corporation by having inserted in its 
articles of incorporation the essential points 
of the contract, and it would be unlawfui for 
the directors or stockholders to act to the 
contrary. 

“This corporation could be incorporated 
as one ‘not for profit,’ and would thus he- 
come a@ quasi-public corporation and ag much 
a department of the city government as the 
library or school board, 

“As to the right of the city to create a 
trust fund from all earnings of the company 
over a@ fixed per cent the Mueller law gives the 
city the right to own and operate street rail- 
ways, and the right to acquire money for that 
purpose is a necessary part of that grant. 

“ None of these questions, however, would 
be even embarrassing if the corporation was 
made by its articles of Incorporation a trustee 
of the city, and the ordinance prescribed how 
ite money should be expended.’ 


Opinion by Mr. Darrow. 

The opinion of Mr. Darrow was tothe same 
end, but made the further points that diréct- 
ors of a’ corporation can fix the amount of 
dividends to be paid on a preferred stock 
and the stockholders have no claim for:more; 
that the city has the right to charge as com- 
pensation for a grant all net receipts after 
a fixed income, and the city has the power to 
nominate the directors of a company such 
as is proposed to be formed. 

Then the committee adjourned until Mon- 
day so the members could ‘study the 
opinions.”’
